as the hog pro- 


ducers recovered from their panic, 
and had unloaded all the hogs which 
were ready for the market, the price 
will go back to .f20. 
Several rould 


be found who were willing to wager 
that the market 
would be back to 


tiiis figure by the first of next month. 


One farmer said this morning that 


h;' would nut object so much to the 
hogs going down as they have, if 
retail 
prices 
dropped accordingly, 


but lard has 
been forty cents 
a 


pound for the last few weeks while 
the price of hogs has been gradually 
declining. 
Lard at one time how- 


ever was forty-five cents a. pound, 
for a short time, and went .off five 
cents on the pound. 


Fresh pork is five cents less on 


the pound by reason of the falling 
off of hog prices, 
but the packers 


are asking the same price for ba- 
con and ham. 
A local dealer said 


today he did not understand 
why 


these two products did not decline' 
in price. 


When the hog market gets steady 


again, it was stated by one man who 
watches the situation closely, 
the 


retail prices will show the effects of 
the decline. So long as it fluctuates 
however, local retailers do not. ex- 
pect much change in retail prices. 
- Where the hog market will stop .is 
problematical. 
One Rushville stock 


buyer said that the talk at the Ind- 
ianapolis stock yards was that hogs 
would go to $12.00 a hundred be-

commerce have decided that they 
will have nothing to do with the gov- 
ernment ownership of railroads or 
with the Plumb Bols-hevistic plan to 
turn them over to the employees so 
that if a deficit is brought about by 
hish wages the public may pay the 
bill from the treasury of the United 
States. . 


The Esch bill, framed by Repre- 


sentative John J. Esch, of Wiscon- 
sin, chairman of the. House commit- 
tee. as the result of the Republican 
majority in that body, will be 
the 


basis of the greatest piece of rail- 
way legislation since the Hepburn 
bill, which he also helped to frame. 
This will provide for return to pri- 
vate ownership under the strictest 
kind 
of 
government 
regulation 


through the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. In this way it is ex- 
pected that efficiency will be main- 
tained and 
the public's interests 


safeguarded without giving capital 
or lalior autocratic control of the 
rail svstems upon which the com- 
merce of the country depends.
